Public Works and Scavenging 

During the past year a deviation

This contract was to have run for 
five ‘years’ but it was felt that -a 
thorough tryout, with ample opportuni 
ty for the contractor to get established 
had been permitted, without the nec- 
essary satisfaction in evidence, there 
for the contract was cancelled and the 
original outfit again placed in service 
without additional cost to the town 
At the present time the work is being 
carried on satisfactorily: 

The estimated aenaaditine for the 
year was placed at 2345.00, while the 
actual expenditure amounted to $2199- 
67, leaving a surplus of $145.33. The 
estimated. receipts of $6.00 were ex- 
ceeded. by $33.00 

The sidewalks are yearly becoming 
more difficult to keep in repair, owing 
to the condition of the stringers and 
when some, increace in the tax-paying 
population warrants, a program for 
laying of neoessary saat sidewalks 
will have to bé undertaken. In the 
meantime it has been considered advis 
able to resort’ to cinder walks. where 
possible.
